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1. Of the various sources of operational intelligence received 
through regular channels in KB»1, perhaps the most valuable for BQFIBND 
operations is not being fully exploited because of EB-l's failure to 
receive retention copies of these reports and because of failure in the 
field to follow up the possibilities offered therein# I refer here to 
the interrogations of Albanian refugees who continue to escape across 
the border to Greece where they are interrogated by the Greek Agency 
and then by Strangle Intelligence Corps (U,S,) if the first interro- 
gation proves of Army interest. The Greek Agency apparently makes 
available to SIC the reports of their interrogations; these are then 
translated and sent to Department of the Army, G-2 by the Army Attache 
in Athens, If SIC itself also interrogates the refugee, that report 
is forwarded to Washington in the same manner. 



2. EB-1 has been receiving these reports intermittently. Usually 
there is at least a three month time lag between the date of the in- 
terrogation and the receipt of the dispatch by EB-1, In cheeking my 
interrogati n file, I discovered that from the date of the first 
interrogation on file* December 1949# until the present, we have re- 
ceived retention copies of only 18 interrogations, some of these se- 
cured personally from 030 or from Army <3-2, while we have received 

43 covering dispatches indicating the name of the refugee, the date 
of entrance into Greece and the general categories of information 
covered in the Interrogation which is not attached, 

3, Since the covering dispatch is next to worthless for opera- 
tional intelligence, this office has tried repeatedly to obtain re- 
tention copies of the interrogati ns themselves. During the first 
week in January, I requested from the CIA library 28 interrogations; 
these will come eventually, probably for a loan period of at most 
two weeks* 



4, Feeling that these reports are of real operati nal interest, com- 
ing as they do from refugees who have actually been inside Albania 
during the past few months instead of from exiles of over fife years 
I have spoked- to people in ID/CD about the problem of obiaini g re- 
tention copies. The situation is apparently somewhat as followst The 
Department of the Army receives ditto masters of those Army Attache 
reports; they print up for CIA usually five to seven copies of the 
covering dispatch and one copy of the enclosure which is the interro- 
gation itself. The seven copies of the covering dispatch are distri- 
buted; these now form the bdlk of my interrogation file. The actual 
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Interrogation (one c< py) Is then dlasoainatod through the various offices 
of CIA usually in the following order* OGI, OKU, 030, OXC, BK, Library, 
(This Is the general pattern; occasionally other office a are on the 
routing; occasionally extra copies of the interrogation are received; in 
which case OCI gets a retention copy,) ID/ED advised me that in order 
for SB-1 to receive retention copies of the enclosures, it will be 
necessary to put through a raqulrenent .site OpD which will in turn wake 
a fonaal request of the Army, IB/CD conaiders this a retirement to be 
made from the Division rather than th© Branch larval* t'nloea an addi- 
tional copy is aade frws the original ditto, OCD Bust photostat CIA*s 
o no copy of the enclosure, wHch is now the cuetonary procedure ir. 
obtaining additional copies of the interrogation, 

5, To indicate what value I attach to these relatively unexploited 
interrogations, X should like to point out that BGFT5TJD has requested 
(and inssome oases received) operational clearances on 12 Albanians 

who have been interrogated by the Oree Agency and on who* we have 
reports. In four cases we have the complete interrogation on file, 

•il though these wore not raferr d to when the clearance requests were* 
initiated. In thu other eight cases, we have only a file copy of the 
covering dispatch, I do not knownwheiher I & S has access to these 
interrogations; if they do, they arc more successful than "AB-1, 

6, hirthej-aoro, it is ay feeling that of those refugees cleared 
and ir. the Guard Company In Germany, a serious attempt should be made 
to follow up the Greek or SIC interrogation. Given the dearth of 
intelligence needed to run a clandestine operation inside Albania, it 

ic believed that source should not go unexpleited, Diagrams and layouts 
of specific targets, names of possible defectors, names and locations 
of potential resistance elements and many other points of penetration 
could bo obtained frop. these people who are already available to BGFIBJD,

usually contains little operational intelligence of value to BGFIEJID, 
although the report may be of interest to other CIA offices. 

If BGFIBKD (or 030) could properly contact and properly Interrogate 
the following refugees, ouch operational intelligence could be 
obtained beyond, that contained in the Army interrogations or the 
SO reportsj certain of these refugees might be of recruiting value!
